It still takes plenty of endurance, 
but not as much muscle these day s to 
be a good farmer. Something new, 
howev er, has been added. It’s the 
ability to be a practical electrical 
engineer. Today ’s modern farm oper­ 
ator is the master of dozens of new 
electrical time and labor sav ers, and 
should understand some of the fun­ 
damentals of apply ing electricity to 
farm chores. 
To help farmers put electricity to 
work effectiv ely in handling farm 
operations is one of the jobs of the 
univ ersity agricultural engineer. An 
ex ample of a ty pical chore which has 
had a “ college education’’ is grain 
handling and processing. Here is how 
the research engineer of a large mid­ 
west univ ersity say s this job can be 
done on farms with the aid of elec­ 
tric equipment, plus a bit of ingenuity 
and carpentry work on the part of 
the farmer: 
“ A conv ey or running through the 
bottom of the corn bin elev ates the 
ear corn directly into a burr ty pe of 
grinding mill. The ground ear corn is 
stored in a hopper of 100 bushel ca­ 
pacity so that it is necessary to grind 


corn only about once a month for a 
herd of 24 milk cows. The ear corn 
grinder is operated by a 
horse­ 
power motor, which also can be used 
to operate the mow hay curing sy s­ 
tem at hay making time. 
“ Bran is stored in a hopper with 
the same capacity as that used*for 
ground ear corn. A smaller hopper is 
used for storing a mix ture of concen­ 
trate, salt and minerals. 
“ Small grains are augered from 
storage bins to a hammer mill oper­ 
ated with a 2 horsepower motor. 
Ground oats are blown into a blowei 
mix er and there mix ed with concen­ 
trates, bran and ground corn which 
are augered from the v arious hop­ 
pers. The ingredients of the ration 
become thoroughly mix ed in mov ing 
through the deliv ery pipe. The mix ed 
feed is deliv ered into a V-bottomed 
portable bin which is equipped with 
a self-unloading auger." 
During a test period, 16 tons of feed 
were ground and mix ed with this 
arrangement at a cost of 1.2 cents per 
100 pounds. This amounts to a cash 
sav ings of about 10 cents per 100 
pounds as compared to custom grind­ 
ing, ex clusiv e of additional sav ings 
in labor.

Final figures calculated by The 
Associated Press reveal that Mus­ 
ial accumulated 311 total bases in 
578 at bats to pace the National 
League sluggers with a .538 aver­ 
age. Doby , 
producing 
281 total 
bases in 519 trips to the plate, 
topped the American League with 
a 541 slugging |>ercentage. 
Co llects 1 94 Hits 
Musial’s collection of 194 hits 
included 42 doubles, six triples and 
21 home runs. Doby connected for 
26 doubles, eight triples and 32 
homer* among 
his total of 143 
safeties. 
Both leaders finished second in 
last season’s slugging derby . Mus­ 
ial posted a 614 m ark in 1951 and 
trailed Pittsburgh’s Ralph Kiner, 
who hit at a 627 clip. Doby , flail­ 
ing away at .512 pace, was run- 
nerup to Ted Williams of the Bos­ 
ton Red Sox . Williams, who was 
recalled to

duty in the 
Marines in early season recorded 
.556 slugging figure. 
For Musial, who owns the high­ 
est lifetime slugging percentage in 
National League history , 579, this 
was his fifth slugging cham pion­ 
ship. The slender outfielder-first 
baseman captured the title in 1943, 
1946, 1948, and 1950.

How deep should I build up the 
litter? How often should the litter 
be stirred? Should minerals be 
used in the litter? These and other 
questions are often aske'd by Scott 
County Poultrymen about a built- 
up litter program, says Tom B. 
Stroup, County Agent. 
Usually the built-up litter pro­ 
gram is started with .3 to 5 inches 
of ground corncobs, shavings, or 
mi >; ped straw and gradually built 
up from time to time until 6 to 10 
inches have accumulated by the 
time cold weather starts.

paste or cake over the surface. The 
stirring keeps the litter loose, al- 
1 ws air to help dry the litter, and 
mixes the fresh droppings with 
me material underneaui so chemi­ 
cal activities may take place. 
Recently the Ohio State Experi­ 
ment Station conducted some tests 
to determine the effect of various 
minerals when added to built-up 
litter. The test included one pen 
where no minerals were used; in 
the other pen the minerals check­ 
ed were hydrated lime, superphos­ 
phate, finely ground limestone and 
gypsum. 
The results showed that each of 
the 4 minerals improved the phy­ 
sical condition of the litter to 
about the same extent by making 
it more loose and absorbent with 
less tendency to cake during per­ 
iods of excessive dampness.

Farm Electrification Bureau 
It still takes plenty of endurance, 
but not as much muscle these days to 
be a good farmer. Something new, 
however, has been added. It’s the 
ability to be a practical electrical 
engineer. Today’s modern farm oper­ 
ator is the master of dozens of new 
electrical time and labor savers, and 
should understand some of the fun­ 
damentals of applying electricity to 
farm chores. 
To help farmers put electricity to 
work effectively in handling farm 
operations is one of the jobs of the 
university agricultural engineer. An 
example of a typical chore which has 
had a “college education” is grain 
handling and processing. Here is how 
the research engineer of a large mid­ 
west university says this job can be 
done on farms with the aid of elec­ 
tric equipment, plus a bit of ingenuity 
and carpentry work on the part of 
the farmer: 
“A conveyor running through the 
bottom of the corn bin elevates the 
ear corn directly into a burr type of 
grinding mill. The ground ear corn is 
stored in a hopper of 100 bushel ca­ 
pacity so that it is necessary to grind 


corn only about once a month for a 
herd of 24 milk cows. The ear corn 
grinder is operated by a 7]j» horse­ 
power motor, which also can be used 
to operate the mow hay curing sys­ 
tem at hay making time. 
“Bran is stored in a hopper with 
the same capacity as that used*for 
ground ear corn. A smaller hopper is 
used for storing a mixture of concen­ 
trate. salt and minerals. 
“Small grains are augered from 
storage bins to a hammer mill oper­ 
ated with a 2 horsepower motor. 
Ground oats are blown into a blower 
mixer and there mixed with concen­ 
trates, bran and ground corn which 
are augered from the various hop­ 
pers. The ingredients of the ration 
become thoroughly mixed in moving 
through the delivery pipe. The mixed 
feed is delivered into a V-bottomed 
portable bin which is equipped with 
a self-unloading auger." 
During a test period, 16 tons of feed 
were ground and mixed with this 
arrangement at a cost of 1.2 cents per 
100 pounds. This amounts to a cash 
savings of about 10 cents per 100 
pounds as compared to custom grind­ 
ing, exclusive of additional savings 
in labor.

How deep should I build up the 
litter? How often should the litter 
be stirred? Should minerals be 
used in the litter? Those and other 
questions are often asked by Scott 
County Poultrymen about a built- i 
up litter program, says Tom B. 
Stroup, County Agent. 
Usually the built-up litter pro­ 
gram is started with 3 to 5 inches I 
of ground corncobs, shavings, or 
Lii jpped straw and 
radually built 
up from time to time until 6 to 10 
inches have accumulated by the 
time cold w eather starts. 
The

stirred 
whenever 
it 
begins 
to 
slightly 
paste or cake over tin surface. The 
stirring keeps the litter loose, al- 
1 ws air to help dry the litter, and 
mixes the fresh droppings w'ith 
uie material ui derneaui so chemi­ 
cal activities may take place. 
Recently the Ohio State Experi­ 
ment Station conducted some tests 
to determine the effect of various 
minerals when added to built-up 
litter. The test included one pen 
where no minerals were used; in 
the other pen the minerals cheek­ 
ed were hydrated lime, superphos­ 
phate, finely ground limestone and 
gypsum. 
The results shower! that each of 
the 4 minerals improved the phy­ 
sical condition of the litter to 
about the same extent by making 
it more loose and absorbent with 
less tendency to cake during per­ 
iods of excessive dampness. The 
beneficial effects of adding m in­ 
erals to the built-up litter at tne 
rate ot 20 to 25 pounds per 100
